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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . In view of amendment filed August 2, 2004, new claims 20-68 have been added. 

2. In view of Terminal Disclaimer filed August 2, 2004, the invention of claims 1-19 
are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claims 1-21 of U.S. Patent No. 6,274,684 is withdrawn. 

3. Newly submitted claims 47-68 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The newly added 
claims 47-68 are restricted because of their combination and subcombination 
relationship to each other. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 47-68 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03.
